EFFECTS OF GREAT ‘FIRES. 


When a fire has swépt away in 8 
few hours, a towao or city, the loss 
usually seems irreparable. . Disedur-! 
agement is natural under such circum- 
stances. To sce the flanies consume 
in an hour the whole accumulatiens of 
@ lifetime may well break. down the 
stoutest heart. - But in a wonderfully 
short time such disasters are repaired 
aad business is‘ resumed with increas- 
ed vigor. Fire often improves a town 
or city. The new buildings are 
usually of better material and appear- 
ance than those they replace. Exten- 
sive fires, of course, usually involve & 
great destruction of merchandise and 
other property, ®loss to society that 
can never be made good. But the re- 
covery from such calamities has always 
been so rapid that the attention ef 
political economists has beea drawn to 
the matter. How is it that a city, ut- 
terly consymed by fire, at once rises 
like a Phoenix, from its ashes; and 
that where to-day may be nothing but 
sméking ruins, in a year will standa 
proud and ‘populous city? The expla- 
natien is very simple. A conflagra- 
tion may destroy capital, but not the 
conditions which created: ity /The,eity 
may go, but- the site is left. If it 
flourished before the fire it, will again. 
The reason for its existence still re- 
mains. 

The recovery of individual wealth, 
destroyed in covflagrations, must nec- 
easarily beslow. But it has been re- 
marked that the privation which nec- 
@xsarily fellows such disasters, brings 
abeut greatly increased economy. Men 
sive where befere they spent. Their 
business usually flourishes as befvre, 
and they work harder. The result is 
rapid accumulation and the restora- 
tien of private fortunes. 

Rene is fast recovering from her 
late calamity.

Thieves and murderers are constantly 
eluding punishment because of some 
flaw in indictments. The refurm of 
the abuse has-been commenced in 
Eagland. Thelaws of England are 
contained in some twenty thousand 
statutes. An eminent jurist has been 
engaged in framing a code of laws te 
embody this mass of statutes. The 
code has been so drawn that an indict- 
meant can be amended in epen court. 
No such thing as quashing an indict- 
ment, on mere technical grounds, will 
hereafter be possible in England, 
should the proposed criminal code be 
adopted. Such a reform is much 
needed in this country. The laws 
which permit the quashing of indict- 
ments were originally intended to pro- 
tect the rights of prisoaers. But they 
have become, in practice,loopholes for 
the escape of criminals.
